It was a dishearteningly unequal 
artillery fight, made more unequal last 
by the fact that our batteries line, 
were undef almost perpetual at- 
tack by enemy bombers. Some of 
the Jap planes 
were dropping 
bombs as heavy as a ton, cer- 
tainly no aid to careful marksman- 
ship On our part. 
The shelling never really stop- 
ped during the entire 27-day Bat- 
tle of Corregidor. Night brought no 
surcease. That is a simple sentence 
which in no way can convey the 
terror and the morale-rotting which 
the Jap artillery , batteries visited 
upon us. No place on The Roc 
was a sutiable haven except the 
inner recesses of Malinta Tunnel, 
and we could not fight back from 
the Tunnel, nor could it hold more 
than a fraction Of our men and 
women. 
Four of their artillery hits stand 
out especially in my memory of 
those helpless days and nights. 
One shell hit a Marine company 
mess while the men were linea 
up for their meager suppers, kill- 
ing and wounding 75 of those gal- 
lant fighters. Another struck in 
the midsl of a group of men on 
Fort Frank assembled to receive an 
innoculation. The third hit the en- 
listed men's mess at the west en- 
trance to the Tunnel. 
But the one that scored directly 
on' Battery Geary was perhaps 
the worst. .It wiped out not only 
the gunners but also broke up. 
seven of the 12 heavy 
mortars 
capable 
of 
firing at 
Bataan. 
Another 
was severely damaged. 
Gen. Moore and I went to Battery 
Geary immediately after the hit 
to survey 
the 
damage, which 
clearly showed the tremendous po- 
wer of the Jap shell. A 10-to'n 
barrel from One of pur guns had 
beert picked up like matchwood by 
the explosion and thrown 160 yards 
uphill to the -cratered golf course. 
For a week after the Fall Of 
Bataan I would permit nohe Of 
our guns to fire against the tip of 
the Peninsula. For six days 
of 
that week, the Japs fired at us 
from that point, but I feared that 
if we returned the fire it might 
fall among my captured men. I 
found out later that even when 
we did fire, after the week of 
grace, we did wound' some of 'ouv 
men, including Lt.'' Col. Bob Lind- 
sey, who had been my old 
I 
Corps artillery officer. 
However, even death from our 
shells might have been welcomed 
by some of our men at that time,

Col. Campbell, head of our Air 
Warning Service, was bayoneled 
Ihrough Ihe back when he did nol 
walk fasl enough to suit the Jap 
private behind him. He was only 
one of Ihousands Ihus Ireated for 
slumbling or nol keeping pace wilh 
the killing march. 


Many of Ihe men, Ihirst-crazy, 
jumped off bridges or threw them- 
selves face-first into creeks 
and 
stagnant pools. These men were 
shot or bayoneted as they lay 
there drinking Ihe vile waters. My 
old I Corps 
adjutant, Lt. Col. 
Uddenburg, was thus shot. 
American and Filipino soldiers, 
suffering terribly from dysentery, 
who stopped by the roadside to re- 
lieve themselves, were ordered to 
eat their own excrement. If they 
refused they were bayoneted or 
shot. 
That was Ihe Death March, com- 
mitted by depraved beasts whom 
we considered human beings.

Dog Tired 


Almost all lespedeza fields in 


Hcmpstead County have a good 
seed crop this year, states County 
Agent Oliver L. Adams. Every 
effort should be made to harvest 
the seed because lespedoza is one 
of the most valuable pasture, hay, 
and soil building crops, he pointed 
out. 
,

There is always a demand for 


good lespedcza seed, which sell for 
a good price. This is especially 
true of Kobe lespedcza since there 
is usually a 
shortage 
of these 


seed. 
Kobe and common 
lespcdeza 
seed arc usually not ready for 
harvest until the time of the first 
killing frost. They shatter quickly 
after frost. For this reason har- 
vesting of these seed should be 
as soon after frost as. possible. 
Sericea lespcdeza seed arc ready 


to harvest about the same lime as 
Kobe. 
Korean lespcdeza 
makes 
its 


seed crop earlier than Kobe and 
common lespcdeza, 
and 
Korean 
seed do not shatter as quickly as 
common and Kobe seed. Korean 
seed arc ready for harvest as soon 
as the seed are mature, but may 
be harvested as late as December. 
Best yields arc usually obtained by 
harvesting as' soon as the seed arc 
mature.

But conquest 
invokes postwar problems which 
Mien are jusl as serious as war 
'•• icir. 
America decides how il wants 
this nation lo speak on Ihc post- 
war problems of Europe and Asia, 
and ils statesmen then make Ihc 
formal declaration. But other na- 
tions taking a realistic view of 
mailers say to-themselves. "These 
may be only words thai we are 
hearing. Whal has America gol 
besides words—-IJiat she can use in 
a hurry?" 
Our country has been pretty ju- 


venile in ils thinking on world 
events, and twice Ihis kind of think- 
uig has plunged us 
into war. 
Perhaps the war in each instance 
was unavoidable. But all the more 
criticism for ourselves, then, lhal 
Iwo wars which were unavoidable 
should have caught us unprepared. 
That unprcparedncss cost us many 
lives which mighl have been spar- 
ed, and unnecessary billions of 
expense, all because war 
ran 
longer than it would have run had 
we been on guard. 
Conscription is opposed by many 


people—but this lime the debate 
i!',-going to be vigorous and rough, 
ivc and a half million men came 
home from World War I. mosl 
of Ihcm thinking pretty strongly 
in terms of peace-lime conscrip- 
tion. The American Legion 
has 
steadfastly urged conscription as 
the policy arising oul of Ihe mil- 
lakcs this country made before 
World War I. 
This lime there will be 11 mil- 
lion or more returning servicemen, 
and, 
the thinking of men under- 
going a common experience being 
apt lo 
be 
quite similar, 
the 
..-iianccs arc they lop will favor 
veace-limn 
conscription. 


In any event, let's hear from 


them. 
And lei's have a moratorium on 
speeches and 
arlicles by well- 
meaning people, who, aloof from 
Ihe real arlicles of war, slill pro- 
pose lo do their disastrous "think- 
ing" in public.

Truman Urges
